They cannot therefore well fail 
of pleaſing in all caſes, but muſt be more fo 
in matters of importance and in the relation of 
conſiderable events, wherein an infinite num- 
ber of things occur worthy of the obſervation, 
and uſeful for the inſtruction, of poſterity. 


There are abundance of paſſages, incidents, 
and circumſtances of tranſactions, that are cu- 
rious in themſelves, and would be entertaining 
in the relation, which generally paſs off un- 
heeded, whilft every body is taken up with 
refleting on the main event; and are there- 
fore generally (perhaps as not having an imme- 
diate influence thereon, or elſe as being utterly 
unknown to them) not taken notice of by 
Hiſtorians, and ſo would be loſt in eternal 
oblivion, were they not preſerved in ſuch Let- 
ters, and retrieved by the publication thereof 
to the world. This is never more remarkably 
the caſe than in the times of troubles, and of 
great revolutions in. States and Kingdoms, 
which are always attended with a wonderful 
variety of events. They are of all others the 
worſt times certainly to live in; it being im- 
poſſible for the beſt and wiſeſt men to conduct 
themſelves ſo, as to paſs through the various 
turns and viciſſitude of affairs in ſuch times 
without conſiderable loſſes in their private for-
